Durrants Features the 
Feature. 


His Identifiers Lacking in 
Positiveness. 


The Bloodstains in the Church Wash- 
basin Lead to Strong 
Inferences. 


A Trance Medium Claims to Have 
Seen the Crimes Committed—The 
English Jack-the-Ripper 
Has Been Fouad.

SAN FRANCISCO, April 24.—It may be 
that the Emanuel Baptist Church murders, 
the killing of Miss Blanche Lamont on 
April 3, and of Miss Marien Williams on 
April 12, will go Gown as unsolved mys- 
tertes in the criminal annals of San Fran- 
claco. The police, it is true, have gath- 
ered much evidence, all circums.antial, 
but the witnesses for the State under the 
fire of cross-examination have not held 
so firmly to their statements; they wer- 
ered in the matter of identification when 
pinned down. The result of the second 
day’s preliminary examination lei Chief 
of Police Crowley to remark that it was 

“rather disappointing and not what te had 
reason to anticipate. 

The police have abandoned their search 
for additional evidence, and say that tuey 
have the net woven good ani scrong al,cut 
Durrant. Of course the pyBlic, or ai least 
a large portion of it, is gkeptical, but as 
the pe still have some;twenty-iive wet- 
nesses and perhaps more evidence of wich 
the people have not been apprised, ic is 
possible that the police may be right ard 
will succeed in img a case strong 
enough to warrant holding | the accused tor 


trial. 
Additional light has been thrown on the 
murder of Marian Williams. Searchers 


have found bloodstains in the church, 
showing that the murderer had made bis 
way in the dark from the library closet, 
where lay the mutilated. body, to the 
washroom back of the pulpit in the rear 
end of the church, The prints of »loody 
fingers were seen @t intervals. The en- 
tent of the bloodetains in the washroom 
goes to prove that the murderer hai no 
light while he was washing his hands, ior 
a judicious person, ag is actions prove 
him to be, would got > ve spattered so 
much blood around if *uld have seen 


A sensational statemen} that of Mrs. 
E. Young, a trance mefium, who says 
that several days azo sho went 
into trance, according to 
her story, plainly saw Durrant in 
the act of killing his helpless victims. 
He was undressed at the time, she says, 
and after strangling Miss Lamont, car- 
' ried her body to the belfry. Mrs. Young 
says she believes that if the police will 
search the partition on the west side of 
the church they will find the shoes worn 
by Durrant on the night that he is sup- 
posed to have murdered Minnie Williams. 
She claims that after dressing himself, 
Durrant dropped one of his shoes in a pool 
of blood and that to avoid detection be 
hid both of them in the . It is 
not probable that the police will pay any 
attention to the medium’s dream. 

TODAY'S PROCEEDINGS. 
SAN FRANCISCO, April 24.—Theodore 


Durrant passed a quiet night and when 
he appeared in Judge Conlon’s courtroom 
this morning he appeared refreshed and 
composed as ever. He conversed with his 
attorneys earnestly for some time before 
the court opened. 

H. E. Snook, the undertaker who was 
called to the church by Dr. Gibson and 


Miss .Williams, said that he had known 
Miss Williams in life for three months and 
had known Durrant two years. He de- 


j scribed the position of the body and gave 


several small unimportant details on the 
condition of the body. 


Mrs. Voy, with whom Miss Williams was 


te stop before going to Tacoma, testified 


that Miss Williams had come to her house 
on the afternoon of the murder and had 
— about 8 o’clock alone. Mrs. Voy was 
not allowed to tell where Miss Williams 
was going. Mrs. Voy identified the clothes 
worn by the dead girl when she left the 
house and which were found on the mur- 
dered girl. 
Adolph Hobe of Oakland testified that 
he had seen Durrant, with whom he was 
acquainted, at the ferry on the afternoon 
of April 12. Hobe says that Durrant was 
in company with a young lady smaller 
than himself. He did not see the lady’s 
face, but she Wore a cape. He did not 
speak to Durrant. 

Miss Florence Voy corroborated her 
mother’s testimony. Half a dozen witnesses 
for the prosec:tion failed to respond to 
their names. 

Dr. Gibson was the next witness called. 
He answered the questions put to him in 
a loud, clear voice. Dr. Gibson said that 
he had seen Durrant on Good Friday 
night at the Christian Endeavor meeting 
held at Dr. Vogel’s home. He thought that 
Durrant came to the meeting about 9:30, 
after the conclusion of the business meet- 
ing. Durrant remained until the party 
broke up. Witness had seen Durrant in 
the library of the church alone on the 
week before March 17. He had known 
that a new lock had been put on the li- 
brary door, but was not allowed to tell 
why, on motion of the defense. He did not 
have a key for the new lock. The witness 
was at church on the morning that the 
body of Miss Williams was found. He 
heard a noise in the church, but did not 
investigate. The janitor’s boy came and 
told him that the library lock was broken. 
He went to see about it, but for some 
reason did not open the door. He went 
to his lodging-house and was later in- 
formed as to the finding of the body by 
Mrs. Nolt. He went to the church with 
Dr. King, father of George King. 

Dr. Gibson gave some jnformation as to 
life. He said he was born in 


Edinburgh in 1857. He came to America 


in 1888 and went to Red Bluff, thence to 


this city last November. He had known 
Miss Williams and saw her for the last 


2 in the Sunday-school room, wen che 
told him that she was going away and 
bade him good-by. After some question- 
ing of the witness as to certain addresses 
in his memorandum-book, which was ad- 
mitted as evidence, the court adjourned 
until 2 p.m. 


On the reconvening of the court at 2 


o’clock, Dr. Gibson was again called, but 
nothing new come out, most of the time

Welsh says 
that he saw Durrant and Miss Williams 
together in Alameda on ,several occasions 
within two weeks prior to the discovery 
of the young woman's body in the church. 
BULLYING THE PARSON. 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 24.-eParson- 
baiting was the prevailing feature of the 
examination of Theodore Durrant today. 
There was some new testimony in the 
morning, the first positive identification 
of Durrant in company with a woman ou 
the day of Minnie Willlams's murder. He 
was seen at the ferry shortly after the 
girl is known to have arrived from Ala- 
meda, talking to a woman shorter than 
himself, who wore a cape. Minnie ‘Vill- 
jams was short and wore a cape like that 
described by Adolph A. Hobe, the new 
witness. Hobe has known . Durrant fcr 
eight years, so that there can be no ques- 
tion of a mistake in the identification. 

Dr. Gibson was on the witness-stand 
from the middle of the morning session 
until the -adjourmment of court in the 
evening, and they are not through with 
him yet. The District Attorney’s ques- 
tions to the minister did not detain him 
long, but the cross-examination seemed 
interminable. Dr. Gibson did not enjoy 
himself. The lawyers were austere with 
him and the Judge was sarcastic. 

Gen. Dickinson took the preacher over 
the whole course of his life, from his birth 
in Edinborough to the day of the discov- 
ery of Minnie Williams’s bloody body in 
his church and every question seemed to 
veil an insinuation. The minister an- 
ewered promptly, but was disposed to be 
excruciatingly exact in his answers. He 
fidgeted a great deal, rubbed his brow, 
rubbed his hands and his fingers through 
his hair. With all the questioning he 
managed to avoid losing either his tem- 
per or the trend of his story. 

Everybody enjoyed the parson’s dis:om- 
fiture. The District Attorney, to be sure, 
did put in one objection to save him from 
annoyance, but Judge Conlan swept it 
aside and did some chafftig of the pastor 
himself. 

Whenever the latter turned to the court 
for relief be found that he was leaning on 
a support beside which a broken reed would 
be a sturdy brace.

It is hard to perceive just how the de- 
fense will connect the preacher with the 
murder, for he was at the party of Eman- 
uel Church young people at Dr. Vogel's 
house that night from 7:30 o’clock until 
about 11, while Durrant, who should have 
been there to-act as secretary, ud vot 
appear until after 9:30 o' clock. 

A NEW DISCOVERY. 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 24.—A new dis- 
covery in the Durrant case has been made. 
When the body of Minnie Williams was 
found in Emanuel Church, in searching 
for traces of the murderer the police and 
reporters found a dark stain om the door 
of Rev. Dr. Gibson’s private study, to 
which he only, so far as known, had a 
key. The police decided that the stain 
was merely varnish ami paid ne further at- 
tention to it. Today, however, an Exam- 
iner reporter shaved off a portion of the 
supposed varnish stain and a microscopic 
examination showed that it was blood in- 
stead of varnish. 

The mark on ‘the door looked as if it 
had been caused by flirting a wet cloth 
against it and was about eighteen inches 
from the floor. The supposition is that 
the murderer ip going into the study or 
attempting to enter it, brushed his 


bloody clothes against the door and left 


the stain. 

During the examination of Rev. Gibson 
today he was asked if he had ever seen 
Durrant in the church alone, and replied 
in the affirmative, stating that he had 
seen him in the library fixing the boks. 
He was asked who. put the new lock on 
the library door, the lock to which Gib- 
son claims he had no key, and said he 
could mot tell.

“JACK THE RIPPER” DISCOVERED. 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 24.—Dr. 
Howard, a London physician of con- 
siderable prominence, was the guest of 
William Greer Harrison at the Bohem- 
jan Club recently. The Englishman told 
a singular story to his host, and vouched 
for its correctness in every particular. 
It related to the mystery of “Jack the 
Ripper,” which the physician declared 
was no longer a mystery among the 
scientific men of London, or the detec 
tives of Scotland Yard. 

Dr. Howard said that is assassin 
was a medical man of high standing K 
extensive practice. He was ed 
A beautiful and amiable wife, and had 
a family. Shortly before the — 
of the Whitechapel murders de- 
veloped a peculiar, and, to his — <q an 
inexplicable mania—an unnatural pleas- 
ure in causing pain. She grew 80 
alarmed that she became afraid of him 
and locked herself and children up when 
she saw the mood coming over dim. 
When herecovered from the pdroxysms 
and she spoke to him about it laughed 
at her fears. Then the itechapel 
murders filled London with horror. The 
suspicions of the wife were aroused, and 
as one assassination succeeded the other 
she noted with heart-breaking dread that 
at the periods when these murders were 
supposed to have been committed her 
husband was nnn absent from 
home. 

At last the suspense and fear of the 
wife became unbearable, and she went to 
a few of her husband’s medical friends, 
stated the case and asked their advice 
and assistance. They called the Scot- 
land Yard force to assist them, and by 
adding one fact to another the chain of 
evidence pointing to the doctor as the 
author of the murders became complete. 
The physicians visited the murderer and 
told him that they wished to consult him 
about a remarkable case. They stated 
his own in detail and asked hi what 
should be done under the circu ces. 
He replied that while the unmistakable 
insanity of the person who could commit 
these crimes would save bim from the 
halter, he should certainly be confined 
in a ‘lunatic asylum. They then told 
him that he himself was the maniac who 
had done these fearful acts. 

He declared the impossibility of ‘the 
accusation, but confessed that of late 
years there were gaps in the hours of 
which he positively had no recollection. 
He said that he had awakened in his 
rooms as if from a stupor and had found 
mud upon his boots and stains of blood 
upon his hands. He had also scratches 
upon his face, and his amputating knives 
had shown signs of use, though he could 
not recall having assisted at any opera- 
tion. The doctors then assured him 
that there could be no doubt of his 
identity with the Whitechapel assassin. 
They made an exhaustive search of the 
house, led by the accused, and found 
ample proofs of murder. The unhappy 
man, whose mind at that moment was 
in its normally clear condition, begged 
to be removed from the world as a guilty 
and dangerous monster. 

The necessary papers were made out 
and the irresponsible murderer was com- 
mitted to an insane asylum. In a month 
or so he lost all semblance of sanity 
and is now the most intractable rnd 


dangerous madman confined in that in- 
stitution. 


HARRISON VOUCHES FOR IT. 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 24.—William 
Greer Harrison, manager of the Thames 
and Mersey Marine Insurance Company, a 
playwright and clubman, was seen this 
morning by a representative of the As- 
sociated Press in regard to the dispatch 
connecting a.prominent London physician, 
whose name was not given. with the “Jack 
the Ripper murders several years ago. 
Harrison stated that the dispatch was en- 
tirely correct in every particular, so far 
as the matter reaching him through Dr. 
Howard is concerned. 

He stated that Dr. Howard is a well- 
known London physician, who passed 
through San Francisco on a tour of the 
world several months ago, and that while 
he was here he (Harrison) met Howard at 
the Bohemian Club, and the latter told 
him the remarkable story and vouched for 
its authenticity.

The Caesarean Operation Performed 
Successfully at San Diego.

WASHINGTON, April 24.—The text of 
the opinion of Chief Justice Fuller in the 
income-tax case, which was delivered on 
April 8, was made public today. The opin- 
ion is preceded by an elaborate review of 
the history of the case. The opinion proper 
is introduced with the statement: “The 
Constitution provides that representative 
and di taxes shall be apportioned 
among the Several States, according to 
numbers, and that no direct tax be 
laid, except according to the enumeration 
provided, and also that all duties, imposts 
and excises shall be uniform throughout 
the United States.” 

The men, says the opinion, who framed the 
Constitution had just emerged from the .

Maceo aspired 
to be either King of Cuba or President of 
the republic. The election of Marti, how- 
ever, was advised by him until after the 
fighting should be over, as he wanted to 
be at the front. Maceo’s death is a blow 
to the Cubans from which it will take 
them years to recover. Like Marc An- 
tony, he fell on his own sword. His body 
was found in an isolated spot, and it is 
supposed that he went there, hoping that 
it would not be discovered, fearing tha‘ 
hie death would dishearten the Cubans. 

Where Marti is at present is a matter 
of conjecture. It is understood here, how- 
ever, that he is in the United States doing 
missionary ‘work for the Cubans. The reb- 
els are without a leader ard many cf them 
would go away from the island if they 
could. Their condition 16 most wretched, 
and no fighting can be expected from 
them.

OIL DEVELOPMENT. 


A Forty-thousand-barrel Tank Has 
Arrived. 

Three carloads of oil pipe and the iron 
for a 40,000-barrel tank for the Pacific Oil- 
refining and Supply Company arrived 
from Pennsylvania yesterday, via the 
Santa Fe. The foundation for the tank, 
which will be 90 feet in diameter and 30 
feet high, is ready for the superstructure, 
and work on it and the pipe line will be 
commenced at once. The tank will be lo- 
cated just south of the Los Angeles Iron 
and Steel Company’s rolling mill, near the 
Santa Fe roundhouse. It, with the pipe 
line, will be a great boon to the ail- 
producers in the Second-street Park 
region, as it will afford an outlet for the 
surplus product. 

There are now about 175 wells in the 
district, producing about 1600 barrels of 
oil per day, and the wells are not pumped 
to their full capacity owing to the lack 
of storage facilities and the limited mar- 
ket. About 1100 barrels of crude petro- 
leum is consumed in the city daily, and 
several hundred barrels are shipped to 
outside points. 

The oil is selling at 60 to 65 cents a bar- 
rel at the wells, and 75 cents delivered to 
any part of the city. It is claimed that 
the oil produced here is worth more for 
refining purposes than for fuel, and that 
refineries will be built in the near future. 

E. L. Doheny, the oil developer and one 
of the largest producers, predicts that 
there will be 600 producing wells within 
the city limits a year hence.

LOS ANGELES, April 24, 1895. 

There is no falling-off in the discussion 
of the gold and silver question, which 
goes on in the papers of the country. In 
fact, the debate increases in strength and 
interest from day to day. Before the year 
is over we may expect to see the greater 
part of the inhabitants of the United States 
ranged on one side or the other of the 
question—either on the side of free silver 
or gold monometallism, while a consider- 
able body of intelligent people will refuse 
to enter either camp, but will remain on 
the middle ground of bimetallism, as a nu- 
cleus for the great army of citizens who 
are bound, sooner or later, to take this, 
which is the only reasonable view of the 
situation. 

As might have been expected, the low 
price of silver has greatly stimulated ihe 
development of gold mines throughout the 

world, and the gold output has been largely 

increased. Indeed, should the production of 
silver continue to fall off and that of gold 
continue to increase at the present rate, 
we may expect to see a considerable change 
in the relative value of the two metals. 
In fact, the silver question may thus, to 
a certain extent, settle itself. It is esti- 
mated that the gold output of the South 
African mines around Johannesburg will 
be $50,000,000 a year by 1897, and at least 
$60,000,000 a year by the close of the cen- 
tury. 

Meantime, it must be evident to any 
sensible person who ‘has not personal in- 
terest in unduly inflating the value of gold, 
that the yellow metal alone cannot do 
the business of the world. This fact has 
been stated in a good many complicated 
ways by financial experts, but really there 
is no mystery about it. The following, 
which is taken from a recent issue of ‘he 
California Fruit-grower, presents the facts 
of the case in so common-sense and busi- 
ness-like manner that it is worth quoting 
in full: 

„To measure values and facilitate ex- 
change are the only legitimate functions 
of money, whether it be of gold, silver, 
copper, nickel, brass, iron, wolfs’ teeth or 
cowrie shells. As a measure of values 
money may be regarded as the world’s 
yardstick or pint cup which “holds a pound 
the world around,“ as we are informed by 
a moss-covered household adage. But it 
is possible to put too much work upon 
this yardstick, and when the things to be 
measured have become too numerous for 
the ready dispatch of business, the number 
of yardsticks must either be increased or 
the business of exchange in all departments 
must slack up and wait its regular turn 
at the measuring counter. All this has 
come about and now exists throughout the 
world. 

“There are on the earth about fifteen 
hundred million people; and ‘their property 
is estimated to be worth about four 
hundred and fifty thousand million dollars, 
or say $300 each. Practically, all trans- 
actions in any of this property in any part 
of the world are made with reference to 
its ultimate value in gold, and are meas- 
ured by the gold standard. According to 
the report of the Director of the United 
States Mint, all the gold coin ard bullion 
available for coinage om the globe, amount 
to but $3,727,018,869, or about 8 per cent. 
of the estimated property values in the 
world. To put it in a familar way, it 
is as if the people of the world had a sin- 
gle bank in which they mad deposits 
amounting to $450,000,000,000, subject to 
sight check, while the management of the 
bank kept on hand to meet the daily de- 
mands, but 8 per cent. of that amount. 
Would any sane man regard chat safe 
banking? Certainly not, and any benk in 
the world attempting to do business on 
such a basis would fail within a week or 
be closed by law. 

“Dt becomes then, a plain, common sense, 
every day question whether the world as 
a whole can successfully do business on a 
basis known and acknowledged always and 
everywhere to be speedily ruinous to cor- 
porations, firms and individuals. Recent 
and present experience shows clearly that 
it cannot be done; and a general liquida- 
tion has been, and is now going on. And 
to be a preferred creditor in the general 
scramble has been the effort of various 
nations, but most if not all of them have 
suffered equally in the general collapse: 

We hear every year about ‘money to 
move the crops.’ It is a correct expres- 
sion. As a matter of fact, money moves 
all things; and it is just as impossible for 
one-dollar properly to do the work of three 
dollars, as it is for a man, or a horse, or 


a locomotive to continue long to labor op 
that basis. 


on an up 
grade, we may say that all the gold coin 


and. bulNom in the world cast into a solid 
mass of pure metal could be placed in a 
room twenty-two feet square and twenty- 
two feet high and yet not fill it. AM che 
Silver in the world could be placed in a 
room sixty-six feet square and Sixty Six 
feet high. But however much ithe horse, 
Silver, migat add to the strength of the 
team in doing the world’s work, he is at 
present unavailable from spavin, heaves 
and glanders, and ‘the old plug. Gold, must 
do double duty until the world’s 
doctors have sense enough to feed, doctor 
and groom Silver in a proper way, so he 
may be in cond:ticn to put into harness in 
time for the season's hard work. Will 
they do it? Quien sabe? But if the mone- 
tary clinic to be held some time and some- 
where this year does not disclose too many 
veterinary quacks when they get together, 
it is not impossible that within a reasom 
able time che cid family team, Gold and 
Silver, will be seen trotting in harness 
again, side by side with an even double 
tree, fat and sleek as when, young and 
frisky, they hauled the entire family to 
church, to mil or to a picnic with proud 
and elastic step, heads well up, and shaw- 
ing no sign of disease or decrepitude. 
“The .fact is that the human family re- 
quires a double team to do its work; and 
unless the single rig which is now the 
oriy one available be doubled in size all 
around, there will be mighty few picnics 
in the world any more, and most of us will 
be left at home when there is one.”

At the Antwerp Exposition last 
May he secured a gold medal for the wine- 
growers of this State, and as a result several 
carloads of Amercan wines were opened in 
Brussels and Antwerp, and agencies were 
started in Hamburg, Bremen, Christiania 
and In the latter cities expe- 
cially, where the climate is cold, the Call- 
fornia wines are preferred to those of 
France and Germany, because they have 
more strength. 

The success of Col. Murphy's efforts m- 
duced a number of San Francisco producers 
to combine last year in an effort to educate 
the people of Europe in a systematic man- 
ner to the use of Amefican products, or at 
beast to California products. They de- 
cided to make an exhibition in Berlin of a 
purely commercial character. Advan- 
tageous rates were offered by the steam- 
ship companies. Among the American 
products which are to be instroduced to 
the outside barbarians of Europe are dried 
fruits, canned fruits, vegetables, codfish 
and salmon, oysters, California wines, 
chewing gum—which will be offered for 
gale by a band of pretty cirls—popcorn, 
breakfast foods, redwood and many otber 
things of which it is supposed the Eu- 
ropeans are more or less ignorant. 

As The Times has frequently stated, the 
most important thing for our producers is 
no longer how to grow various crops, but 
to extend the market for them. Such an 
enterprise as this, if properly mamaged, 
should accomplish much good in extending 
the demand for Cabifornia products. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

It is evident that the general introduc- 
tion of electricity is destined to work quite 
a revolution in the manufacturing indus- 
try, and to 4 great extent in the location 
of cities. With a large supply of cheap 
power that can be tapped by wire, it will 
no longer be necessary for manufacturing 
cities to be located immediately at a fuel 


Thus, in Mendocino county, there are 
large coal measures which it is proposed to 
develop, but it has been shown that it 
would require some $5,000,000 or $6,000,090 
to tunnel the mountains in order to bring 
the coal out by rail. The suggestion is 
now made that it would be foolish to ex- 
pend so vast an amount of money when the 
coal may be burned near the mines, and the 
power conveyed by wire to any reasonable 
distance. Experiments in Germany show 
that a large percemtage of the force stored 
away in coal may be transmitted to a dis- 
tance of over 100 miles by means of a 
small copper wire. 

Such a method of obtaining power opens 
up large possibilities in the line of manu- 
facturing. Especially in the mining indus- 
try is this likely to work a revolution in 
the way of tranemitting power to reduction 
works. It is now frequently found impos- 
ble to locate a stamp mill close to the 
mine, because there is no fuel within a 
reasonable @istamee, but now, if a wire can 
be run across the mountains to the nearest 
timber belt or coal fields, this difficulty 
would be removed.

The Weather Crop Bulletin of Southern 
California for the week ending Monday, 
April 22, says: 

The weather during the past week was 
generally cool and cloudy (except in the 
extreme eastern district,) with frequent 
night fogs in the coast sections and occa- 
sional light local showersof rain. The damp. 
foggy weather was beneficial to the grain 
and grass crops which in localities is be- 
ginning to show the need of rain; the 
damp weather also retarded evaporation 
of the surface moisture and caking of the 
soil. 

While a moderate rainfall would be ac- 
ceptable nothing is as yet suffering for 
the lack of moisture, fruits are doing 
well with the exception of apricots, and 
the reports show an encouraging out- 
look; walnuts indicate a good crop, plums 
and prunes and peaches, good. Alfalfa 
will be a large crop; hay-making is going 
on and the quality is said to be good. 

Ventura county—Bardsdale: Though an 
abundance of rain has fallen (eighteen 
inches) during the season, the surface of 
the soil is dried and barley is not gener- 
ally as rank as expected. Fogs prevail 
which are beneficial. 

Los Angeles county—Los Angeles city: 
About an average temperature prevailed 
with generally cloudy weather and an oc- 
casional light sprinkle of rain; night fogs 
were frequent which precipitated an ap- 
preciable amount of moisture. The high- 
est temperature was 75 deg.; lowest, 44 
deg. Verdugo: The foggy weather of the 
past few days has been of benefit to the 
grain crop and in no way injurious in 
this vicinity. Apricots have fallen off un- 
til a very short crop is on the trees. Pasa- 
dena: The weather was generally cool 
with light showers which precipitated 
10-100 of an inch of rain that benefited 
grain.

THE DISTRICT ATTORNEY JUSTI- 
FIED. 


Judge Van Dyke's decision in the 
action brought by Wheeter and others 
to oust Dist.-Atty. Donnell from office, 
is a clear and forcible statement of 
the law governing the case. In words 
whose meaning cannot be misunder- 
stood the Judge shows that the Dis- 
trict Attorney is not a mere automa- 
tou to be manipulated by every per- 
gon with an imaginary grievance, but 
that he is invested with certain dis- 
cretionary, and even with quasi-judi- 
cial powers, which he is in duty bound 
to exercise under circumstances such 
as those presented in the case under 
consideration. He must satisfy bim- 
welt that a crime has been committed 
Defore he consents to set the machin- 
ery of justice in motion. 

So obvious is this dictum that it 
would seem as if no person, even of 
mediocre intelligence, could be found 
to question it. As a matter of fact, 
district attorneys have been exercising 
this discretion and performing this 
duty of investigation ever since Cali- 
fornia came under the rule of organized 
law. It is manifest that for him to 
be compelled to issue a warrant for 
any person, upon the demand of any 
other person, would be subversive of 
justice, would involve the county in 
endless expense, and would make of 
the public prosecutor the mere tool and 
plaything of contentious persons seek- 
ing to work out their private revenges 
at public expense. 

Judge Van Dyke's later decision was 
in line with his former decision, over- 
ruling the demurrer of the defense. In 
his first decision he showed it to be 
the right and the duty of the District 
Aittoruey to exercise his discretion in 
eueh cases. In yesterday's dec’s‘on he 
finds that Maj. Donnell properly per- 
formed his duty and justly exercised 
his right in the case under considera- 
tion. The Judge very aptly likened 
the pubtic prosecutor to an honest at- 
torney who is applied to by a client 
to begin an action at law. It is the 
duty of the attorney to inquire into 
all the facts, or alleged facts, of the 
case, and to refuse to begin action un- 
less Ire is convinced that he has a 
good case. No wise, conscientious 
or judicious attorney, as Judge 
Van Dyke points out, would be- 
gin a proceeding on insufficient 
grounds, and no honest client 
would withhold from his attorney any 
of the facts of his case. The pros 
evtion, after laying a part of its al- 
leged facts before the District Attor-

NATIONAL SOLDIERS’ REUNION. 


As announced in the dispatches, a 
call has been issued for a national 
soldiers’ reunion at Caldwell, O., on 
June 14 and 15. The holding of such 
a convention is certainly very destra- 
bie, but what earthly reason can be as 
signed for holding it at Caldwell, O., 
which is a place that not one man 
in five hundred could find without a 
tedious search of the map? Caldwell, 
is the home of “Private Dalzell”—a 
crankish individual whose eccentric- 
ities have made him notorious all over 
the country—and if the truth were 
known it would probably appear that 
he is at the bottom of the call for the 
proposed gathering at the little cross- 
roads town . where he lives. 

Nevertheless, the idea of a national 
soldiers’ convention or reunion has 
much to commend itself, not only to 
the men who preserved the life of 
this nation, but to all other good citl- 
zens. Such a reunion should be held 
upon one of the great battlefields— 
Chickamauga, Gettysburg, Antiefam, 
or at the National Oapital—it hardly 
matters where, so long as it be held 


the nation’s heroes. That some such 
site should be chosen for a national 
reunion of soldiers wik hardly be dis- 
puted by any one, unless it be by 
Private Dalzell of Caldwell. 

Once assembled in national re- 
union, on historic ground, it would be 
altogether fitting and proper for the 
men whose prowess saved the Union 
to confer as to the wisest and best 
means of preserving that which their 
valor won. u interchange of views 
on the subject of national policies, and 
upon the candidates representing the 
principles most favored by soldier-cit- 
izens, would be an interesting con- 
tribution to the forces of the political 
campaign of 1896. These men who 
fought for the Union in the sixties 
are pre-eminently qualified to assist 
in shaping its policies in the nineties. 
And if they choose to go on record, in 
national convention assembled, their 
decision will be respected by the 
whole country. 


As heretofore announced, Mr. W. H. 
Kohlsaat, formerly of the Chicago In- 
ter Ocean, has purchased a controlling 
interest in the Chicago Times-Herald, 
and proposes to make some radical 
changes in the policy of that paper. 
Both the Herald and the Times, before 
those two journals were consolidated 
under the name of the TimesHerald, 
weis aggressively Democratic. Espe- 
Clally were they outspoken in support 
of free trade. It is announced that 
Mr. Kohisaat will make the new 
Times-Herald an “independent” sheet, 
but that it will advocate tariff protec- 
tion and “sound money.” Mr. Kohl- 
saat is a firm personal friend of Gov. 
McKinley, and, despite his profession 
of “independence,” will be almost sure, | 
little by little, to bring the Times 
Herald to the support of the Govern- 
or's candidacy for the Presidency in 
1896. This is well enough from Gov. 
McKinley's point of view, for the sup- 
port of an able and aggressive journal, 
such as the Iimes- Herald is sure to 
be, will undoubtedly be of much value 
to his cause. But how about Mr. Kol- 
saat’s venture? It would appear, from 
a business point of view, that he is 
in danger of ruining the great prop- 
erty he has acquired: He can promise 
the support of the Times-Herald con- 
stituency to Gov. McKinley, but can 
he delive> the goods? It is doubtful. 
The readers of that dyed-in-the-wool 
Democratic journal will not take 
kindly to Gov. McKinley and protec- 
tion. It looks very much like a piece 
of trickery, for which Mr. Kohisaat will 
have to pay dearly before he is done 
with it. However, Mr. Kohlsaat is re- 
puted to be a shrewd business man 
and a good baker, and perhaps he 
knows best whether or not his cake is 
dough. 


A Chicago paper expresses the opin- 
ion that “after a few more tentative 
efforts the weather man will undoubt- 
edly be able to present a very fair 
article of spring weather.” It is, per- 
haps, well enough for Chicago to in- 
dulge this elusive hope, but it Is al- 
ready time for the Chicage weather 
man to begin work on the summer 
weather, which is to parboll the deni- 
zens of that wicked town.

THE WRIGHT LAW. 


IRRIGATION DISTRICT BOND- 
HOLDERS SEEK PROTECTION. 


A Strong Effort to be Made to Save 
the Act in the United States 
Supreme Court—Commit- 
tees Formed. 


A mesting of the bondholders of the 
Gouthern California Irrigation District was 
held at the Chamber of Commerce yes- 
terday at 2 p.m., for the purpose of dis- 
cussing the Best way to prevent the Wright 
irrigation law from being declared un- 
constitutional, and so jeopardizing the in- 
terests of thousands of property-owners in 
this State. ; 

The law has been declared constitutional 
by decisions of the Supreme Court of Cali- 
fornia in five different cases, but the Su- 
preme Court of the United States is to re- 
open the case of William Tregea vs. the 
Modeste Irrigation District for further ar- 
gument.

A FALSE ALARM. 


THE HOSPITAL LEPERS DO NOT 
THREATEN THE COMMUNITY. 


Dr. K. Hagan Tells of the Disease 

and Its Ravages in the Ha- 

wallan Island and Denies . 
That It is Contagious. 


People are very prone to needlessly 
alarm themselves, and the mere report that 
several cases of leprosy are being treated 
at the County Hospital has been sufficient 
to scare some of the residents in the vi- 
cinity almost out of their senses. 

Such rumors are without any basis of 
fact, as leprosy is not contagious in the 
ordinary acceptation of the term. True, 
there are physicians who say that it is, 
but they form but a small minority as 
compared with the large number of physi- 
clans who have made a study of the dis- 
ease and have come to the conclusion that 


fact, in itself. is proof positive that it 
cannot be, at all events, very contagious. 

Dr. M. Hagan, who passed several years 
in the Hawaiian Islands, and was physi- 
clan to the insane asylum there, had ample 
opportunity for studying the peculiar disease 
that has baffled and is baffling scientific in- 
vestigation. He, yesterday, spoke most in- 
terestingly regarding his experiences. He 
began by remarking that the leper pa- 
tients in the barn at the County Hospital 
threaten no more danger to the outside 
community than if they were in the middle 
of the Mojave Desert. “It is a common 
thing.“ said he, for a leper wife to have 
a perfectly sound husband, down in the 
islands, or vica versa. The one will suc- 
cumb to the inroads of the disease while 
the other will die of old age without de- 
veloping signs of contagion in the ordi- 
nary sense. Dr. Arning, a student of Vir- 
chow and Koch, and a gentleman of high 
reputation as a medical microscopist, spent 
three years in Honolulu, studying leprosy. 
In his report to the Board of, Health he 
said that ‘the diseage is dependent on the 
invasion of the body by a microscopic 
germ (bacillus leprae,) which has the 
power to increase indefinitely in the tis- 
sues.” These germs that he speaks of are 
not in the air, but I believe that a person 
may become infected by inoculation: This, 
in the absolutely true and technical sense, 
is contagion. If the abraded surface of a 
person’s body should come in contact with 
the tubercles on the affected person’s body 
then it is reasonably certain that that per- 
son would contract the disease. 

In 1884 permission was obtained from 
the Supreme Court of Hawaii that a mur- 
derer under sentence of death, should 
have his Mfe spared on condition that he 
submit himself to the doctors for experi- 
mental purposes. He was inoculated with 
the virus of leprosy and in two years had 
or the disease; two years later he 


“Dr. Trousseau, son of him who was 
known throughout France as the ‘Father 
of Medicine,’ lived in the islands for thirty 
years, and was a firm believer in the inoc- 
ulation theory, and that it could not be 
communicated in any other way. He be- 
lieved that mosquitos and flies are mes- 
sengers of the infection by charging their 
bills with the virus on a leper sore and in- 
oculating uncontaminated persons. 

“The prevailing form of leprosy is tuber- 
cular, but many victims have paralysis, 
and have anaesthetic spots on the body. 
There is a Chinaman at the County Hospi- 
tal, half of whose body was anaesthetic to 
such an extent that he could be cut with 
a knife without feeling it. In time it will 
develop into the tubercular form. 

“The origin of the mai parka (Chinese 
sickness,) as the islanders call it, is en- 
veloped in mystery. It is, however, te- 
lieved that one powerful couse is the con- 
sumption of putrid animal food and an 
excessive fish diet. Wherever fish is the 
main staple food there leprosy has gained 
a foothold. 

“Taking everything into consideration 
the idea that there is. danger in having 
leper patients at the County Hospital is 
absurd. One might be tied to a leper, and, 
with the exceptional danger pointed out, the 
disease would not be contracted.“ 

These words of one who speaks with 
some authority on the subject, will be 
consoling to those who imagine the on- 
tagion of the loathsome disease is in the 
air. For a long time it was conceded 
that leprosy was hereditary, but even in 
this respect opinions have to be revised if 
not altogether changed. Scientists say 
that the children of consumptive parents 
are born untainted, but that the bacillus 
of that fell disease passes from mother 
to child in the early nursing days of in- 
fancy. 1 similar contention is made on 
behalf of leprosy, but, be that as it may, 
a wide field of investigation yet remains to 
be explored regarding the oldest disease 
with which the world is afflicted.

THE FIRST OBJECTIONABLE ARTICLE. 

While upon the witness stand, on Mon- 
day last, Col. Otis was asked by counsel 
for the plaintiff to identify, and he did 
identify, the following article, published in 
The Times of February 17, 1895.

ETENDER 


“In the western part of the city, upon 
the corner of First street and Belmont 
avenue, is a large bduilding, set in the 


‘midst of extensive grounds. This build- 


ing was formerly used as a college, and 
4s known as Belmont Hall. Here dwells 
a emall community of choice spirits, who 


are busily engaged in constructing a new 


heaven and a new earth on what they ap- 
pear to think an entirely original plan, 
and one much superior to the old-f oned 
method used for some ages by the - 


tor. 

‘The controlling spirit in this aggregation 
of saints is a woman, who goes by the 
name of Josephine Holmes, a Norwegian 
of the peasant class, and an ex~washer- 
woman. As this woman can barely read 
and write, and speaks only broken English, 
she is assisted by one Mrs. Alexander 
Russell, the wife of a drummer connected 
with the Bowers Rubber Company of San 
Francisco. Mrs. Russell possesses some 
education and ability, and, having been 
trained for the stage, she is a valuable 
adjunct to the Holmes woman, in her ca- 
pacity of mouthpiece, or ‘lecturer.’ The 
temporal power is represented by a brother 
of Miss Holmes, whose business is to at- 
tend to outside affairs, gather in such 
filthy tucre as may come within reach of 
the faithful, and keep a sharp lookout for 
equalis. ‘The sheep in the fold number 
about sixty, ranging in age from an old 
man of 76 down to one or two children 
who can hardly talk plainly. Of these, 
twenty-five or so of the more easily man- 
aged live together at Belmont Hall, under 
the personal control of Miss Holmes, and 
the rest live in various parts of Los An- 
geles, attend the bi-weekly meetings, and 
look to Mies Holmes for guidance in all 
things. 

„As long as pure crankiness was believed 
®to be the only characteristic of this queer 
institution, it aroused but little curiosity 
or interest, but certain events of late have 
gone to indicate the presence of scme 
crookedness beneath the outward show cf 
decency and order, which imperatively de 
manded investigation. The Times accord- 
ingly placed a man in the establishment, 
and when, in his character of prosslyte, 
this earnest seeker after light had 
succeeded in gaining sufficient evidence of 
fraud and chicanery to justify a complete 
exposure, he gave place to a a reporter 
who is thus enabled to write from per- 
sonal experience as a resident at Belmont 
Hall, and a supposed convert to the pe- 
culiar doctrines of its rulers. 

There is little doubt that the disciples 
are, in the main, honest dupes and real 
fanatics, entirely controlled by the three 
accomplices who run the establishment. 
This is the more deplorable, as the list 
of victims numbers several people of edu- 
cation, refinement and good social standing 
in Los Angeles, besides the honest labor- 
ers who are the dupes of their own iguor- 
ance as much as of the pretended powers 
of this woman. 

Thie business has gone on long enough, 
new victims may be deluded into the de-

The fullest latitude has been 
given*to the prosecution to present their 
views, not only because it is right in a 
court of justice, but for the pu of 
enabling the court to determine er 
its first impression, so to speak, in ruling 
upon the demurrer to the answer, was 
sound law; and after a full argument of 
22 by counsel for the plaintiff I am 
still. firmly of the opinion that the rule 
laid down was correct. Most of the argu- 
ment of counsel has been really a restate- 
ment of the position taken in the argument 
in support of the demurrer; that is, that 
the District Attorney must, where a — 
i@ made, flle a complaint for a warrant. If 
connection with that language, the law 
is, When he has information that any 
such offenses have been committed,“ he 
must do it when he is satisfied that an 
offense is committed and not other wise. 
An honorable, réputable attorney will not 
de satisfied to institute 2 that 
may involve his client in great expense 
and costs simply upon a prima facie show- 
ing. It is the duty of the attorney who 
is consulted by 4 client to investigate the 
matter thoroughly, particularly if it in- 
volves any serious consequences, to go 
into the facts as well as to brief up the 
law. No wise or judicious attorney will 
commence a proceeding simply because he 
can make out a prima facie case. when 
he knows that that prima facie showing 
will be overcome by the defense. and no 
client who is honest in the treatment ef 
his counsel will -withhold from his attor- 
ney a full and fair statement of all the 
facts bearing upon the case, so that he 
may be completely armed before he com- 
mences a proceeding. It js 4 different case 
if a client is already involved in litigation, 
when the counsel is called upon; then, of 
course, he must follow the matter inte. 
court and do the best he can. So. here, 
the District Attorney is elected dy the 
people of the county, not only for the peo- 
ple of the county, but for the people: of 
the commonwea"'h, because he is suppose ! 
to be learned in the law end acquainted 


with the formalities of judicial prdteed- | 


ings. This publis business is intrusted to 
him as a lawyer. When he is requ'red to 
initiate proceelinges he should pursue the 
same conscientious course that an honor- 
eble attorney would purswe in the trans- 
action cf business for his client: that is, 
he should investigate the wa er thor- 
oughly, and if, upon a full end fair Inves- 
tigation, he is satisficd that the prima 
facie case that is presented will be over- 
thrown on the trial by the de*ense, it is 
his duty to say £0, vo matter who applies 
refuse to involve not onw 
the proescutor in cost and expense, but 
also the people of the commonwoalth, and 
county; a part of it. 

Now. what took place in this case when 
the apolicstlon was made for a warrant cf 
arrest? The District Attorney, through 
his deputies, investigated the matter, or 
attempted to. The deputy to whom the 
matter was intrusted pursued just exactly 
the course that a lawyer should pursue. 
The article upon its face made out a 
prima facie case. No party had been com- 
mitced to answer by a committing magis- 
trate; no indictment had been found 
against the party; the responsibility was, 
therefore, with the District Attorney to 
initiate a proceeding, and if a fhilure with 
costs and expenses resulted he would be 
the party responsible. The deputy dis- 
trict attorney’s testimony shows that he 
took up this strange article and. com- 
menced going through it with these par- 
ties that called upon him, to see if those 
strange facts detailed there were correct 
and true. As far as he went, so the tes- 
timony is, it was admitted to be true. He 


was cut off from pursuing the investiga- |} 


tion by the statement that it was not his 
duty to inquire into the truth of the facts, 
that it was a libel per se, and that it was 
his duty to file a complaint and have the 
party arrested. It was not his duty; it 
was his duty, on the contrary, to pursue 
the same course that an homorable lawyer 
would pursue in civil cases, to endeavor to 
find out the worst, and to be prepared to 
meet it in court, and right there and then 
was the time and place to find out all tha: 
might We produced on the part of the de- 
dense, if possible, and if this prosecution 
had been instituted in good faith the par- 
ties should have allowed the fullest exam- 
mation, but it seems they were wedded to 
a theory, and they were determined to en- 
force that theory; that is, that the District 
Attorney must file a complaint whatever 
che consequences Afterward might be. It 
is hardly necessary to state that any such 
doctrine as that would swamp the State 
and county. | 

As counsel says, the law is that defama- 
tory statements are presumed to be ma- 
licious; Still, it don’t change the fact that 
the District Attorney was entitled to know 
all the facts in the case, And facts are 
established in different ways; t may be by 
direct testimony, it may be by oresump- 
tions that the law raises from other facts 
established, or it may be dy inferences 
from circumstances. 

The law says it is presumed to have heen 
malicious. In other words. if the 
ments are libelous the burden of proof is 
on the other side. Nevertheless, it is the 
duty of the District Attorney to find out, 
if he can, whether the other side will he 
able to overcome this presumption, be- 
cause if he is a lawyer he knows he would 
have to walk out of court if the other side 
can produce testimony to show that what 
was published is true, and was published 
with good motives and ends. The testi- 
mony is that, as far as the deputy went, 
the facts were admitted, and he had the 
right, under the presumption of law, to 
conclude in this case that the fact sought 
to be suppressed was against the prose- 
cutor. The deputy had a right to conclude 
then, as he reported to bis principal, that 
the facts were as stated, and it is the 
fault of the other side if this was an im- 
proper inference. 

Now, suppose the facts are true as 
stated in the article. Counsel says that 
his home ts sacred and should not be in- 
vadei. That is true, and it is also true 
that the Constitution guerantees freedom 
of opinion, and in this country it is hardly 
worth while to have such a constitutional 
guarantee, as we consider it a sort of in- 
alienable right. We can entertain any 


any religion we please in dur Own house, 
that don't affect the public, and no news- 
paper should invade the private sanctuary’ 
to comment upon it. But in this enlight- 


the preas and freedom of speech are also 
Constitutional rights. This right is not 
given for the purpose merely of allowing 
individuals to talk to heat themselves talk, 
or to allow a person who may buy or con- 
trol type simply to publish his sentiments; 
it is for the public benefit that this right 
is guaranteed, and if these matters are 
true as stated in that article, and were 
published for the purpose of guarding 
others against the influence of such teach- 
ings, I cannot say that it was not done 
With good motives and for justifiable ‘ends. 
We know that almost every day judges 
are applied to for a commission of insanity 
to amine patties who are mentally un- 
balanded or have fixed delusions from 
some religious or so-called religious ex- 
citement; the people have a right to know 
of such teachings. In view of the consti- 
tutional guarantee that the truth may be 


for libel, and that the jury are the judges 
of the law and fact, and would probably 
find that the matter charged as libellous 
was true and published with good motives 
and for justifiable ends, entitling the ac- 
cused to an acquittal; 1 think the District 
Attorney discharged his duty when he 
acted as he did in declining to institute 
proceedings. And he had the right to rely 
upen his deputies; it would be impossible 
in ‘this county and in other large counties 
for the district attorney or clerk to trans- 
act all the business devolving on their of- 
fices by themselves. 

So far from the case being made out, 
therefore, I think the testimony disclosed 
on trial shows that the District At- 
torney was justifiable in the action he 
took, and the result 4s judgment is or- 
dered for the defendant. 

No pooner had J Van Dyke con- 
cluded giving hie decision than Mr. Tay- 
bor, the side-partrosr of the plaintiff in the 
case, rose to his feet and began to ad- 
dress the court. There was considerable 
noise in court and bis words could not 
be heard, but presumably he desired to 
tell the court that he was away off as a 
lawyer, for Mr. Kendrick spoke in his 
ear, and, suiting the action to the word, 
pulled tim back into this seat. 

Judgment and findings having been for- 
mally entered for defendar:, the court 
adjourned. The lawyers present indulged 
in quite a large amount of good-humored 
badinage over Mr. Kendrick having used 
his dung-power for about two and one-half 
hours, and then got knocked into a meta- 
cal cocked hat inside of five minutes. 
The whole case,“ eaid one lawyer, ‘vies 
in & nutshell and was summarized by 
Chief Justice Taney of the Supreme bench 
in ‘the case of Kendall against Stokes. 

He “A public officer is not lable 
to an action if he falls into error in a 
case where ‘the act to be done iis not 
merely a ministerial one, but ts one in re- 
lation to which ft is his duty to exercise 
udgment and discretion, even though an 
ndividueal may suffer by his mistakes.” 

And that was generally conceded to de 
good law and justice too.

How an Intoxicated Mac Met a 
Sudden Death.

train. 


Frank Carr, elthough usually idle and 
not looking for employment, was in such 
a great hurry to cross Alameda street that 
he could not wait for a train of col cart 
to pass. He therefore tried to climb over 
the train, which was moving very slowly, 
but lost his hold and fell under the 
wheels. He was dragged some distance 
and frightfully mangled. Death must 
have been instantaneous as his hands and 
feet were cut off and his skull crushed. 

The Coroner was notified as quickly as 
possible, but the body lay in tthe street 
fully halt an hour before. Kregelo &

The School Census. 


A PROBABLE MATERIAL GAIN OVER 


LAST YEAR. 

The field work on the school census has 
been completed, and most of the deputies 
employed on it have been discharged. A 
few of them have been retained to check“ 
the lists of pupils of the public schools. 

Before the census was taken a list of all 
pupils enrolled in the public schools was 
prepared, and now that the fleld work in 
connection with the census has been com- 
pleted an examination is being made to 
make sure that every pupil enrolled in tho 
schools is included in the census. 

Although the total footings of the census 
are not as yet completed the indications 
are stated to be that they will amount to 
about 16,000, which is about 2000 in ex- 
cess of the total last year. 

The cost of taking the census last year 
was $925. The cost this year will be about 
$600, it is said. 


Council to Spend the Money. 

It is stated that there is no doubt that 
the proceeds from the sale of school bonds, 
should they carry, will be in control of the 
City Council rather than in control of the 
Board of Education. Tbe act under which 
the bond proceedings are taken provides 
that the Council shall have charge of the 
expending of the funds thus raised, the 
same as if the bonds were for other public 
improvements. Although the city charter 
indicates otherwise, it is said that a State 
law, whether enacted before or after the 
charter went into effect, would supersede 
the charter in any point where the two 
conflict. 


Should File Statements. 


The City Assessor wishes to urge prop- 
erty-owners who have pot already done 80 
to file in his office statements of their 
possessions. Statements should be filed 
with the City Assessor or his deputy, and 
with no other. person. This matter should 
be attended to at once, as statements will 
be received only until about the middle of 
May. The city assessment, it will be un- 
derstood, is in no way connected with the 
county assessment, and the property-owner 
who attends to one should not rest under 
the erroneous impression that he has at- 
tended to both. 


City Jail Sites. 

The Land Committee of the City Coun- 
cil, consisting of Councilmen Savage, Pes- 
sell and Blanchard, met yesterday morn- 
ing and considered the proposals which 
have been submitted to the city for the 
sale of the land for a site for a city jail 
and police station.

Cook of this city, appeared before Justice 
Young for preliminary examination upon 
the charge of manslaughter, they being 
accused of having by criminal neglect 
caused the death of Mrs. Alice Samis, on 
March 21 last. 

The defendants being Christian Scien- 
tists, and the matter being in the nature 
of a test case, an unusual amount of in- 
terest centered in it. The consequence 
was that, when the case was callled yes- 
terday morning, Justice Young's court- 
room was crowded to a degree of discom- 
fort by interested spectators of all sects, 
two-thirds at least of the crowd being 
women. 

The defendants were represented by E. 
C. Bower, Esq., while Assistant Districi- 
Attorney Williams appeared on behalf of 
the State to prosecute the case. 

Nine witnesses were examined on behalf 
of the prosecution, viz: Mrs. Chloe Bry- 
mer, a midwife{ Mrs. Mary S. Isbell, Mrs. 
Nancy J. Hatch, George G. Samis, Dr. 
J. B. Cook, Coroner Campbell, Constable 
J. T. Wollomes, M. V. Wright and the 
defendant, Richard A. Cook. 

It was shown by the prosecution that on 
February 28 the deceased was confined 
and that after progressing nicely for a 
few days she became delirious without 
any apparent cause. 
regular practitioner at was 
called in on the afternoon of March 11, 
and, after a cursory examination of the 
patient, diagnosed her case as one of 
puerperal mania. He told the woman's 
husband, Jesse Samis, that while any wo- 
man was subject to this condition, it was 
none the less serious, and if improperly 
treated, might result fatally. Samis told 
the physician that his wife was being 
treated by a Christian Scientist from Los 
Angeles, and that he was perfectly satis- 
fiede with his treatment of the case; but, 
as the Quakers were making a good deal 
of fuss, he desired to satisfy himself. Some 
ten days later Mrs. Samis died. and an 
autopsy revealed the fact that her death 
— due to septicaemia, or blood-poison- 

ng. 

Chief interest naturally centered in the 
examination of the defendant, Dr.“ Rich- 
ard A. Cook, a auburn-haired, bewiskered 
individual, about 45 years of age. His tes- 
timony was to the effect that while he’ 
healed the sick, he did not claim the title 
of doctor,“ which was merely affixed to 
his name as a compliment by his friends. 
When asked to lay down the principles of 
Christian Science, the defendant stated 
that God, the infinite mind, was the prin- 
ciple of healing. Sin, sickness and death. 
were not considered as realities by the 
Christian Scientists, but the Holy Spririt 
and the divine mind were the only realities. 
This divine spirit acts directly upon the 
patient; although the Christian Scientist 
through his understanding of the knowl- 
edge of God, the all-powerful, was some- 
times the instrument used. 

The court interrupted the prosecuting at- 
torney at this stage of the proceedings, 
and intimated that he had heard enoug

Cook thereupon stated the circumstances 
under which he happen to be called to at- 
tend the deceased, detailed his treatment 
of the patient, and showed conclusively 
that he had acted conscientiously and in

MR. COFFIN EXPLAINS. 


PASADENA, April 24.—(To the Bditor of 
The Times:) I feel that in justice to :ny- 
self I should make a statement explanatory 
of the insinudtions madd against me by 
Mr. Lukens in his interviews with the re- 
porters of the papers and others regardin; 
his resignation of the office of Trustee o 
the city of Pasadena. Mr. Lukens’s whole 
conduct in the matter has been so ¢xcés- 
sively childish that I find some difficulty 
in treating the matter seriously, and were 
it not for the insinuations he makes 
Against me, and the fact that I am un- 
known to at least some of the good people 
of Pasadena, I would treat the statements 
with the contempt that they deserve, and 
leave him to the enjoyment of the ridicule 
which his conduct has brought upon him. 
At the time I came to Pasadena ind en- 
tered into business here, I opened an ac- 
count at the Pasadena National Bank, of 
which Mr. Lukens was then and is still an 
officer. I desire here to place myself on 
record as having no quarrel with the bank, 
as many of those connected with it are 
my personal friends, and I believe it to 
be a thoroughly reliable institution and 
well worthy ot the confidence our citizens 
have in it. In my dealings with the bank 
I was, of course, thrown in contact with 
Mr. Lukens, and on several occasions he 
broke faith with me 80 openly that I felt 
I. could no longer do business with him, 
‘and therefore I exercised the right which 
every customer at a bank enjoys, of clos- 
ing my account at the Pasadena National 
Bank and tranferring it to the First Na- 
tional Bank of this place. Since I eased 
doing business with the Pasadena National 
Bank, Mr. Lukens, in his own peculiar 
way, has attempted to annoy me and 
those connected with me in every con- 
ceivable manner. And now, after resign- 
ing from the Board of Trustees of the city, 
and taking from the office of the City 
Clerk his resignation after he had filed it 
there, gives as an explenation of his eilly 
conduct the fact that he thought the re- 
maining members of the board would ap- 
point me to the vacancy.

SANTA BARBARA, April 24.—(Spe- 
chal Correspondence.)
